For 
were this true there would be no redeem- 
log giftin bis nature to bring him back 
to harmony in both thought and action 
even though it may take centuries to do 
it. For there is no mortal man or wo- 
man 80 sunk jn de. radation that when 
they come to spiric life ure not brought 
fuce to face with the fact, even though 
they cannot rise above it, until they 
have reached an allituile where they de- 
sire to rise out of the mire of discord 
and unhappiness, that a life of sensual- 
ism or sexual excesses impose. 

And this condition is not reached io 
single life only, but many men, and now 
and then a woman, covers up by a 
“marriage certificate’ their sexual de- 
bauchery, made so by thelr excessive 
use or rather abuse of the sexual fuac- 
tions. 

But I must again return to the chil- 
dren. Children that are born of inhar- 
monious or unhappy parentage require 
very careful training to overcome the 
inverted condition of their sexual na- 
tures. Schools of discipline are frequent 
in spirit life, and when the humane 
world have a little wiser grown they'll 
be inaugurated on the material plane 
of life. To meet such a want men and 
women will be educated so as to be 
properly qualified to become competent 
teachers in this very important branch 
of true reform. How educated itis not 
my peculiar province to state, as others 
far more competent will look after this 
very important branch of human need. 
And not only need but necessity in or- 
der todo away with prostitution, wheth- 
er “legalized” or otherwise, in the near 
future. The rising generation being the 
only e.d in which teachers can make 
a success with very rare exception in 
this delicate field or department of edu- 
cation. 

Were I gifted with a “tongue of flame” 
or a “pen of fire,” I could not bring out 
in too strong light the necessity of com- 
petent teachers in this especial branch 
of human need. The very blood of the 
human race has become corrupted to 
that degree that children as a rule do 
not reach puberty ere they begin to ex- 
ercise the sexual functions, either by 
solitary vice or together, often iu group:

But it cau 
only be re nedied by eljucation on the 
part of children, Men and women 
must be made to see themselves in the 
glass of truth ere they pass out of the 
form, what all have to then, whether 
they see an attractive picture or not.

Especially is this the case among 
mediums. 

But I fail to see how this can be accom- 
plished without organization, Just now 
organization is the one thing most needed. 

So far asa confession of faith is con- 
cerned it is of secondary importance, 
but a business organization is certainly 
badly needed. My idea would be to call a 
convention and let each loca) society of 
Spiritualists send delegates, and at this 
convention let officers be appointed to 
form a constitution and by-laws for the 
government of the organization at large. 
Let each local society form itself into an 
orgapization and let the constitution and 
by-laws be submitted tothem for approval, 
and so arranged that they could be amend- 
ed from time to time as they were found 
lacking in efficiency. Now with an organ- 
ization of this kind a committee could be 
appointed before which eac» medium 
would be required to appear and have his 
or her medial powers put to a test,in a 
just and impartial way, and if the medium 
was found to really possess powers, let a 
certificate be given him for the practice of 
the particular phase or phases for which 
he was found best adapted. These last 
remarks apply, or are meant to apply, to 
mediums who are honest and honorable in 
their imediumshipsand pure in their lives 
and conduct.
